It would free the 
courts of any temptation to let offenders 
off easily out of consideration for the de- 
pendents, And perhaps the unusual ex- 
perience of supporting his family by hon- 
est labor would work some reformation in 
a bank bandit. 

This particular measure of prison re- 
form has been urged for many years, and 
upon all these grounds, It has been met 
by the objection that free labor should 
not have to compete with prison labor, 
and that prisoners must be employed at 
something which would not lessen the 
employment available to law-abiding 
workmen, But what has never been 
explained is why a man by getting him- 
self into jail should be able to side-step 
his responsibilities and leave his family 
to shift for themselves.

Wallace, head of the Univensiee rf 
Alberta, when addressing the dele-| 
gates to the convention of the Cana-| 
dian Mining and Metallurgical Insti- 


tute at their annual banquet last} 
night. 
Dr. Wallace was referring to the 


opening up of the north country in 
the search for metals that was now 
taking place, and emphasizing his re- 
merks, sald that things were being 
done foday in the rescue work that 
was taking place that would equal | 
history those that took place in the 
search for Franklin, the discoverer| 
of the Northwest passage. They were 
facing history today of a magnitude 
involving daring and courage that 
even thise who had travelled in the 
north country could hardly begin to 
appreciate, 
Not Professional 

In his opening remarks Dr, Wallace 
referred to the character of the In- 
stitute, and said that it was not really 
professional at all, It was composed 
of a body of men interested in mining 
and its allied interests, such as pros- 
pecting, financial and brokerage. It 
was a gathering place of men con- 
nected with industrial activity, Per- 
sonally he had never been interested 
in the question of professional status 
in connection with the Institute, wus 
looked upon it as a meeting piace of 
men gathered from the ifferent 
walks of life, all connected with the 
mining development of Canada, Dr 
Wallace alluded in terms of appreci- 
ation of the fundamental unity that 
existed in spite of the fact that prac- 
tically trained men were inclined to 
look askance at the = scientifically 
trained men, and in turn they were 
apt to be supercilious of the others. 
One appreciated, he said, the cordial 
relationship that existed between the 
university trained man and the man 
who was trained in the experiences 
of life.

The wording of the resolution ask- 
ing for the subsidy on bituminous 
coal ts as follows: 

“Whereas the Dominion Govern- 
ment recognizes the advantage to 
the Dominion of Canada as a whole 
by an extension of the markets In 
Canada for Canadian Coal, and this 
recognition is now being made in a 
practical way by the rebating of 
certain freight rates on shipments 
of Nova Scotia coal to markets in 
Ontario and Quebec; ,by the re- 
bating of a substantial proportion 
of the freight rates on Alberta do- 
mestim coal sent to the Ontario 
market, 

Whereas Alberta and eastern Bri- 
tish Columbia bituminous coal ts not 
now receiving any such rebate or as- 
sistance, and cannot be marketed in 
Manitoba and eastward on account 
of United States coal competition, 
and whereas a substantial market 
exists in Manitoba and eastward. 

Be it resolved that the Dominion 
government be informed of our situ- 
ation and approached for a subsidy 
or rebate on freight rates of one- 
fifth of a cent per ton a mile (the 
same as Nova Scotia), for all bi- 
tuminous coal shipped from Alberta 
and Eastern British Columbia and 
sold in the areas east of ie Man- 
itoba-Saskatchewan boundary.

WAS talking the other day to a young 
actress who is at last beginning to earn 
that place in the theatre world which her 

talents deserve. She had been on tour in South 
Africa, at the time the Prince of Wales was vis- 
iting that Dominion. At a little back-veldt 
town it chanced that the touring company and 
the Prince of Wales arrived at the same time. 
As so often happened, an impromptu dance 
was held, and my friend had the honor of dane 
ing with the heir to the throne, She was 
looking a little disheartened at the lack of sue- 
cess of her tour, and the prince, noticing this 
asked whet it was that was depressing her, 
She replied that it was because she had been on 
the stage since she was fourteen. ‘And I,” re 
plied the prince, “since I was born,”’ 

Fortunately princes and actresses alike 
though they spend most of their time in the 
limelight, do have their moments off the stage, 
and this series of articles will attempt to de 
scribe the Prince of Wales as he is, when he 
is off the stage--when he is the man that ou! 
his intimate friends can ever know, 

There are many days in which the only time 
that he has to himself are in his bedroom, in 
his bathroom, and over his breakfast table. He 
has always insisted that breakfast is no time 
for hospitality. This is not unusual in London 
but when he was up at Oxford university where 
a breakfast party is one of the recognized forms 
of entertainment he sometimes used to find it 
difficult to avoid offending his solicitous hosts, 
There was one dinner party at Magdalen col 
lege, I remember, which the prince had left 
at the comparatively early hour of midnight 
while the rest of us had carried on until day- 
light. At about eight o'clock we decided that 
we ought, all of us, to breakfast together on 
heer, eggs and bacon, and two of us were dir 
patched to bid the prince to the feast. 

When we arrived at his rooms we found him 
already sitting at the breakfast table dressed 
in one of those blue silk dressing gowns, and 
pouring out his last cup of coffee, which he 
always has specially imported for himself. He 
did.not seem very pleased to see us, and had 
quite a lot to say on the subject of the row we 
had been making all night that had prevented 
him from getting his due allowance of sleep. 
All the same we insisted that he should com 
along and breakfast with us. 

“Well,” said Wales, as we all called him at 
Magdalen, ‘we must have some exercise or | 
shall not come. Let’s go for a run around Ad- 
ders first.” Now Adders is Addison's water 
walk, and is about a mile round, but as my 
friend was a half-blue for running we were 
quite willing to accept his invitation, Like a 
flash, the Prince of Wales was down the slairs 
and into the quadrangle his dressing gown flop 
ping in the wind behind him, while we, our 
coat-tails flying and our dress ties all awry fol- 
lowed in hot pursuit. lor about half a mile 
my friend and the prince raced neck and neck, 
while | brought up the rear some hundred yards 
behind, Then the prince, who was handicapped 
by his dressing gown, slipped out of it while he 
was running and leaving it lying on the path 
completed the race without this encumbrance, 
Forging steadily ahead he reached his rooms 
before my friend and slammed the oak behind 
him. When we arvived, a derisive voice from 
inside remarked: “It is about time you fellows 
got into better training.” 

After that episode no one tried to persuade 
him to come to breakfast against his will! 


Likes Old-Fashioned Breakfast 


7 VER since his Oxford days the prince has 
4 insisted on the sanctity of the breakfast 
table. He must get up, have his breakfast and 
a little exercise before he is disturbed by any 
business. 

When he is living in St. James’ Palace, which 
is his favorite residence, he always is called 
at eight o'clock, Any normal man who is up as 
Jate as the Prince of Wales every night would 
be tempied to linger in bed, especially as his 
bedroom, though, in no way luxurious, is a very 
restful room, The chief color in it is a delicate 
shade of light blue, with a thick blue pile car- 
pet, and a light blue counterpane of Indian pat 
tern on the bed, The chief picture in the room 
is a photograph of his father and mother, the 
King ard Queen, But almost the moment the 
curtains have been drawn the prince is out of 
bed and into his bathroom, tilec in blue and 
white, where a hot bath is ready for him, 
Though he is in no sense a sybarite, if he has 
had a late night before he is very fond of a 
small handful of bath-salts in his bath, that 
have the advantage of making it more refresh 
ing and at the same time being odorless, 

A friend tells me that once some perfumed 
bath salts were used instead of his special var 
jety, and when the pyince came into the bath 
room it was smelling like a barber's shop, 


H.R.H, promptly walked out into the other bath 
room and bathed there. 

After his hot bath the prince always has a 
cold shower to freshen himself up and then he 
feels ready for breakfast,

has taken his run in Buckingham Palace 
grounds or not he is always fully dressed by 
breakfast time. 

Breakfast, his royal highness prefers to 
have in the good old English fashion. Though 
he does substitute grape-fruit for porridge in 
the summer, he has never been fond of patent 
cereal foods except. by way of a change. If you 
were to go into St. James’ Palace at break- 
fast time (which you would never be allowed to 
do), the chances are abopit three to one that 
you would find the prince eating the usual 
bacon and eggs with every appearance of re- 
lish. While he eats breakfast he generally 
reads. I once heard him say that. most of his 
general reading was done over the bacon and 
eggs and coffee. He does not, however, read 
his favorite detective stories at this time as he 
leaves those for the rare evenings that he has 
to himself. 

I remember once that he met a very popular 
writer at a dinner one evening, and as we all 
do with famous writers, began to talk about his 
latest book, The author was naturally very 
pleased to think that the Prince of Wales had 
read his book so thoroughly, and said how 
pleased he was that it had earned such august 
approval, 

“Indeed,” said the prinee, “I put it among 
my highest class of books. I had to order some 
fresh coffee, for I was so interested in it at 
breakfast that my breakfast became cold.” 

So now if you hear that particular write: 
referring to his latest best-seller as his “fresh 
coffee book”, you will know what he means. 

After breakfast his royal highness indulges 
in his morning pipe before the business of thx 
day. He has always been devoted to his pipe, 
which is invariably a British made briar. 1 
remember once that a friend of mine once tried 
to convert him to a meerschaum for home use 
and as he had great faith in his own persuasive 
powers had a wager with me that he would 
persuade the prince to smoke it frequently, As 
| knew perfectly well the way the prince's 
tastes Iny, I felt quite safe in taking on the 
bet. Much to my surprise my friend told m¢ 
later that though H.R.H, had never been seen 
smoking the pipe, yet he had said how much 
he had enjoyed it, Knowing the prince's well- 
known courtesy and dislike of giving unneces 
sary offence I refused to pay the bet at once, 
and bided my time. My faith in his loyalty to 
the briar was rewarded, for a few weeks later, 
I saw that same meerschaum pipe still in its 
virgin whiteness and as innocent of tobacco as 
an early Victorian young lady. ' 

It was, however, with regard to cigarettes 
that the prince defended his tastes most wit- 
tily. It was rather by way of a joke that a 
friend of his once offered him a cigarette. “No 
thank you,” said the prince courteously, “I'd 
rather smoke,” and pulling out his well burned 
briar he lit up. 


Few Falls For Riding He Does 


T is very seldom that the Prince of Wales

This love of hunting has if anything, grown 
with the years, The prince is convinced that it 
is the finest sport in the world, He has but 
little sympathy with those who wish to see 
hunting suppressed .n Kegland. A friend of 
mine was once privileged to hear what the 
Prince of Wales thought about the agitation 
against hunting. “Though I have every re 
spect,” he said, “for those who object to hunt 
ing on humanitarian grounds; yet I think that 
they do not understand the facts of the case. 
In the first place th» fox ie killed almost in 
stantly when it is caught by the hounds, In 
the second it has about a four to one chance of 
escape, And in the third, if it were not for 
hunting, the race of foxes, of hounds, and of 
hunters, would become extinct.”
